Indefinite and Dominating Occu- 


pation by France Seems to be 


Only Solution of Problem 


IEEDED TO POLICE 


Paris, Sept. 6.—A most important 


change, the Associated Press is in- 
formed, has occurred in the political 
aspect of the Moroccan question, a 
change which may have a far-reach- 
ing effect on the future of Morocco 
and the relations of the powers there- 
to. 
France and Spain have the in- 


tention to occupy the littoral ports of 
Morocco with their own forces and 
establish police organizations. 


This contemplated action 
results 


from the official announcement of the 
Moroccan 
government, through the 


war minister, El Gabbas, that it is 
unable to 
guarantee 
the safety of 


European instructors of the interna- 
tional police force, which under the 
terms of the Algeciras convention was 
to be composed of Moors. 


The dilemma of France and Spain, 


•who by the terms of the 
Algeciras 


convention are compelled to organize 
the international police, was submit- 
ted to the signatory powers, including 
the United States and they all agreed 
that the

demanded that

Forced to Ask Help. 


Up to this time the aged prisoner

vide money to pay his lawyers and 
court costs.

Rosenthal from the city. Judge Wat-

Cleveland Police Now Sus- 


pect Former Employe 


of the Crime. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. B.—New the- 


ories, suspicions and developments in 
the mystery surrounding the death of 
John B. Phillips, coal operator and 
broker, follow each other in rapid suc- 
cession. Today a former employe is 
suspected of having caused the death 
of Phillips. His name is known to 
the officials and a search is being 
made for him. 


Monday Phillips was shot and kill- 


$& at his home in the aristocratic part 
of East Cleveland. That, day he was 
believed to have been killed by a 
burglar. Tuesday it was thought Phil- 
lips committed suicide. 
Wednesday 


this theory was disproved and sus- 
picion was directed against the widow, 
Charlotte Phillips. A warrant alleg- 
ing murder was issued for her arrest. 
Thursday the officials began to doubt 
this theory and today are searching 
for the man formerly employed about 
the Phillips home, whom Mrs. Phil- 
lips says she saw in front of her home 
just after her husband was shot. 


James Dunn, jr.. Phillips' private 


secretary, says this man called at 
Phillips' office Tuesday morning. The 
object of his call was not disclosed 
by Dunn, except to the officials, hut 
he was to have returned Wednesday 
morning, Dunn says, but so far has 
not been seen. 


It was stated by Chief Stamberger 


today that Mrs. Phillips will formally 
be placed under arrest during this aft- 
ernoon. 


Warrant May Be Withdrawn. 


While this is the program yet there 


would be no surprise if the warrant 
were withdrawn. 


Mrs. Phillips' exact physical condi- 


tion was in doubt today. 
The offi- 


cials believe she is fully recovered 
from her stupor, while members of 
the family say the woman still is suf- 
fering from the effects of the drug 
taken Wednesday afternoon. 


Mrs. 
Phillips' attorney, Judge Wil- 


liam B. Neff, will endeavor today to 
have the charge against his client 
dismissed. 


Application for the appointment of 


administrators of the estate of the 
late John J. Phillips was made in the 
probate court today. 
The examina- 


tion disclosed the fact that the estate 
now is valued at about $31,000 -where- 
as a few years ago Phillips was sup- 
posed to be worth nearly a half mil- 
lion dollars

ville is in the throes of another race 
war. 
The trouble was started Wed-

/hen five negroes attacked 


Policeman Daniel Starkc-y. beat him 
into insensibility, and fled when a 
crowd of whites arrived. 
Five shots 


were fired at the fleeing negroes, but 
none, so far as known, took effect. 


A posse of 100 whites was quickly 


formed and scoured the city. Mayor 
Swain and a party of policemen cap- 
tured two of the colored men. Steve 
Marshall and Robert Marshall, near 
the outskirts of the city. 
They were 


. spirited to jail, whore they arc close- 
ly guarded. 
The other negroes have 


not been arrested. 


The police kept local negroes on 


the move all Wednesday night. They 
were not permitted to congregate on 
street corners or in the portion of 
town where they 
reside. 
By 
last 


night the streets 
were 
cleared of 


negroes. 
No violence was attempted 


during the night, hut crowds of angry 
white citizens stood on street cor- 
ners threatening the blacks.

THBEE KILLED IT 11 


Lake Erie Train Snuffs Out 


Life of Mother, Son 4 . 


and Daughter. 


Hartford City, lad., Sept. 6.—Three 


persons, mother, son and 
daughter, 


were instantly killed last night when 
the northbound passenger train on the 
Lake Erie and Western railroad, due 
in Fort Wayne at 9:55 o'clock, struck 
the buggy in which they were riding 
at a road crossing hall a miie south of 
the Lake Erie uopot in this city. The 
dead:

The disaster occurred at a point im- 


mediately north of the tunnel through, 
which trains on the Lake Erie pass 
beneath the tracks of the Pennsylva- 
nia lines, where a factory building 
shuts off both a view of the road cross- 
ing and also prevents a view of ap- 
proaching 
trains as one nears the 


crossing. The bodies of the three vic- 
tims were frightfully mutilated and 
they were not identified until the hus- 
band and father called at the under- 
taking rooms to which the- had been, 
removed some time after the accident. 


The train, in charge of Conductor 


P.eter Terhune and Engineer J. H. 
Cranston, was an hour late out of 
Muncie and was nearing the station.-, 
at a lively speed when the buggy and; 
its occupants drove upon the crossing 
just in front of the locomotive. . The 
buggy was reduced to kindling •wood 
and the horse, released from its shafts,, 
ran away, but was uninjured. 


The body of the mother, with her 


head cut open, was still upon the pilot 
of the engine as it was brought to a 
standstill. The body of the daughter, 
so badly mangled as to be unrecogniza- 
ble, 
was found between the rails of 


the track, her head crushed to a pulp 
and both legs cut off. The body of 
the boy, with one leg completely cut 
off, lay across one of the rails. Th'e 
young people were students 
in the 


Hartford City high school. They were 
the only children of the parents, and 
the husband and father is prostrated 
over his terrible calamity. 


But a moment before the fatal crash 


came a watchman who saw the party 
pass in the buggy heard them singing 
hymns they had heard in chureu,:';<j.iTcr- 
the voices of brother and sister were 
raised in the refrcin of "We're Going 
Home to Die No ] !ore." 
Passengers 


on the train say the locomotive bell 
was ringing and that the whistle had 
been sounded as the train neared the 
crossing. It is believed the three oc- 
cupants of the h-jggy either did not 
hear the approach of the train or be- 
lieved it was on the Pennsylvania, the 
tracks of which almost parallel those 
of the Lake Erie road at this point.

Police Are Powerless.

thority was paralyzed 
and for five 


hours" a mob of half a thousand white 
men raided the mills where the blacks 
were working, battered down doors 
of lodging houses and, dragging the 
invaders from 
their 
beds, escorted 


them to the city limits, with orders to 
keep on going. 
The trouble started 


at C and Holly streets, a district with 
Indian lodging houses. 
The houses 


were raided and the denizens started 
on their trek for the Canadian line. 
The mob then 
swept down to the 


water front and mill after mill -was 
visited, the white 
employes joining 


the mob, and every black being hus- 
tled outside.

Here the police suggested that the 


undesirables be taken to the jail. 
This was hailed with delight and The 
blacks 
were hurried along. From 


this time on very few were beaten, the 
blood thirst of the mob seemingly be- 
ing satisfied during the attack on the 
lodging houses. 


The mob kept up its work along the 


water front 
until 
early 
yesterday 


morning, when Larson's mill at What- 
com lake was visited and 100 blacks 
brought in from there. 


Women Among Victims. 


Four women were found yesterday 


morning among the crowd in the city 
building. The city is quiet today, but 
there is a strong undercurrent of opin- 
ion Tvhtch apparently approves the ac- 
tion of the mob and it may be found 
impossible to prosecute the leaders. 


Racial feeling has played no small

Governor Hanly, in this speech, said 
i effect, that 
substantial 
progress 


as to be made step by step, one ad- 
ance over another, each slight in it- 
elf, 
but contributing its part to an 


ffective total advance. In connection 
ith such advance he 
spoke of the 


1,000 
license bill, defeated 
by the 


rewery influences at the last general 
ssembly, and advocated a county and 
ty remonstrance bill—a local option 
ill with the county and the city units. 


The Church in the Movement. 


The church was to join in this move-

cense law, fixing the license fee at 
$1,000. It is this feeling that prompts 
me to pledge you my highest 
en- 


deavor in behalf of a new clause to 
the remonstrance provisions 
of . the 


present law, providing for city 
and 


county remonstrances. 
In my judg- 


ment each of these measures will re- 
strict the traffic, will give new terri- 
tory to our cause, create and keep 
alive public sentiment, and add thou- 
sands of recruits to our numbers. 


If the traffic must be licensed in 


Indiana (and it is now licensed, and 
until prohibition is written into our 
constitution, or its construction modi- 
fied, it will continue to be licensed) 
let the license fee be substantial, suf- 
ficient in amount to eliminate the ir- 
responsible brewery saloons, of which 
there are now hundreds in the state. 
If there must be a license fee (and 
there is and will he until the consti- 
tution is changed in letter 
or con- 


struction) it is better that it should 
he $1,000 than $150, Such a fee would 
drive the saloons from the country 
cross-roads where there is no police 
supervision, and confine them to nar- 
row limits where the enforcement of 
the limitations the law imposes tipon 
them is easier of attainment. 
It has 


done this in the state of Ohio, and in 
other states, and it will do it in Indi- 
ana. 
Every community from 'which 


the saloon is driven is that much ter- 
ritory gained, and, in my judgment, 
to gain new territory is worth while."

I \vinoh the latter advised the people of 
j Oklahoma to reject the proposed con- 
.ssiitution of the new state. 


I 
li: his address Mr. Bryan said he 


| wouW not attribute Mr. Taft's advice 
to the fact that as a presidential oar.- 


I riirtate he desires to keep seven elec- 
toral votes out of the democratic col- 
umn: rather, he said, he would take 
the more generous view and say that 
the advice resulted from 
the secre- 


tary's habits of thought. 


Mr. Bryan said that the constitution 


of the proposed new state was even 
better than that oi the United States. 


Terms Taft "Postponer." 


He termed beeretary Taft "the great 


postpouer." He said that Mr. Taft Is 
in favor of self-government for the Fil- 
ipinos, but would have it postponed 
for a while; that he is in favor of re- 
forming the tariff, but this 
too 
he 


j would postpone. Continuing, he said: 


"He holds out to 
the people the 


hope of another er.abing acr. but what 
assurance can he give thai a repub- 
| lican congress will act immediately to 
bring in a democratic state just before 
a presidential election? 
You have 


been struggling for statehood for some 
fifteen years and now when it is with- 
in your grasp lie asks you to exchange 
a certainty for the delusive promise 
of another chance. 
Does he control 


the congress to such an extent that 
he can guarantee immediate action? 
The two senators from his own state 
do not accept his advice. His influence 
as a presidential candidate cannot yet 
be measured, for not a single state has 
yet instructed for him. 


"Why does he advise you to reject 


the constitution and postpone 
state- 


hood? Because he is opposed to some 
parts of the constitution. He has sug- 
gested several amendments which he 
would like to have adopted. Even if 
the amendments which he proposed 
were good amendments and worthy to 
be adopted, it would not be necessary 
to reject the constitution in order to 
adopt them. 


"Secretary Taft says that if you in- 


sist on having statehood and are de- 
termined to adopt the constitution, you 
ought to have a republican govern- 
ment to amend the constitution. He 
certainly has forgotten the argument 
he mad'e in Ohio recently 
that the 


tariff ought to be reformed 
by its 


friends. If he applies his logic to this 
constitution he ought, to insist that the 
constitution should be reformed by its 
friends, rather than by its enemies, 
and surely there is little to induce con- 
fidence in the republican party, when 
the party has delayed statehood for so 
many years and delayed it for purely 
partisan reasons." 


Taft and Imperialism. 


Mr. Bryan said that Secretary Taft's 


plea was for imperialism. 
He said 


that the people of Oklahoma have had 
enough experience 
with 
carpet-bag 


government to know something about 
a colonial policy. He declared that the 


j black man of the south is treated much 


I better than the brown man of the Phil- 


I ippines, that the black man has the 
j protection of the 
constitution, state 


j and national, while the constitution is 


denied to the Filipino. In conclusion 


I he said: 
I 
"Secretary Taft did not discuss the 


I trust question: be wisely avoided it. 


I because he favors taking a backward 


I step on that question. I am glad that 


I you have had the benefit of Secretary 
Taft's advice, lor 
if anything was 


needed to convince the voters of Okla- 
! homa that the constitution is a good

Mr. Bryan closed with an appeal to

Their work is 
distinctly, on behalf of working peo- 
pie. 


A Public Statement. 


A public statement has been issued 


which reads In pan as follows: 
- Man Is his own worst enemy. When 
one; person enslaves another, both mas- 
ter and man are victims of the curso of 


slavery. 
Human oppression is the ob- 
stacle to all progress. 
Every forward 
movement has originated from a lower 
class throwing oft tho yoke of a higher, 
or more powerful class. The world's his- 
tory Is a history of class struggles. 


Laws, institutions and morals always 
spring from the ruling claas at any given 
time. 
Those actions are called moral 
which tend to keep the ruling1 class in 
power and tho reigning" order of society 
undisturbed. 
Those relations are called 
ethical which support the dominant pow- 
er, whether that dominant power he ex- 
pressed 
through brute force, 
military 


dlRclpUne. or commercial cunning. 
The ethics of any age degenerate just 
as rapidly as its tyranny becomes more 
and more complete. Intolerable, and de- 
basing". This law of history accounts 1'or 
the so-called spiritual deadness of the 
present time. A ruling class, the capi- 
talist or commercial class Is in power. 
They rule not by physical force, ordi- 
narily, nor by government save as a 
sort of guardianship. 
They rule by the 


power of ownership of the. means of life 
and all the customs that support that 
ownership. Like all rulers the world has 
ever known they establish the ethics of 
their age to suit their own ends. Morals 
and religion are made to do their bid- 
ding. Christianity is nominally the chief 
religion of the ruling classes of the dom- 
inant commercial nations. Yet the weli- 
beloved founder of this faith was a car- 
penter with a. following of working men. 
They were revolutionists in their day 
and their leader was crucified on a com- 
bined charge of blasphemy to the exist- 
ing religion and sedition to the reigning 
state (Caesar). 
The first followers of 
the new faith were largely slaves and its 


I messnge of brotherhood was a part of the 


revolution which undermined the Roman 
empire. Its chief purpose was the estab- 
lishment of the rulership of God (good) 
among men and the reign of righteous- 
ness (right-doing). 
Even this distinctly 
working class ethical movement has been 
distorted to meet the needs of a greedy, 
competitive, commercial age. Christianity 
now stands for an Individual salvation of 
each person's soul without reference to 
any other soul on earth, while the ruler- 
Rhlp of God (goodi is transferred to 
future world in spite of the much-quoted 
prayer of Jesus: "Thy kingdom come, thy 
will be done in earth as it is In heaven." 
But the spirit of change is now moving 
among men. The tyranny of the ruling 
class is becoming intolerable to those be- 
neath. 
Crime, suicide, prostitution, and 
child labor are increasingly the fruits of 
our present conditions. Tiie oppressed are 
learning that our religion is sin, our mor- 
ality immoral and pur ethics a lack of 
proper human relationships. 
We are in 
tho midst of a spiritual revolution. Its 
base is the rising of the working class 
to claim their own and establish justice 
for the human race. 2t will be as neces- 
sary to cast off the capitalistic Interpre- 
tation of religion as to revoke the laws 
which make Individual property out of the 
common means of life. The one is a rev- 
olutionary ethical movement; the other 
Is a revolutionary political movement— 
Socialism. 
One will rewrite the faith 


of the world; the other will rewrite the 
Taws of tho world. One finds in the dom- 
inant, churches its chief opposition; the 
other finds In the organized political par- 
ties Its object of attack. 


A revolutionary ethical movement is 
to the working class r. present necessity 
because the influential churches are the 
last wall behind which capitalism will 
entrench itself. Its Harry Orchards will 
claim conversion to the current 
con- 
ception of salvation. 
Its priests «nd 
preachers will be appealed to in order 
that the deep-seated (the religious) prej- 
udice may be hurled against the progress 
of the truth. It may be that here as In 
other countries, the church organization 
itself will be converted Into a political 
machine to oppose the triumphal march 
of tho -workers, n 


But the revolutionary ethical movement ' 


will not need to become a church. It will 
not need to organize. 
After the social' 
revolution, the new ethics will clothe 
itself in its new forms of expression— 
fraternities, popular educational gather- 
Ings, social enjoyment and ethical groups. 
Just now the revolutionary ethical move- 
ment must he an occasion rather than an 
organization. It must appeal to the work- 
ing class to organize itself first into Its 
Socialistic party and Its trade and Indus- 
trial unions. In any quarrel within the 
working: class Itself it must not take sides, 
but in every form of actual clash of in- 
terests between the workers and the cap- 
italists it must stand unflinchingly for 
the workers. 
It must not burden either 
tho unions or the Socialist party. These 
it must serve, asking nothing for itself. 
The revolutionary ethical movement 


will have its own Held and should stick 
to it consistently and persistently. 
A 
new spiritual awakening is at hand. The 
temples of capitalism have become the 
"mausoleums of their faith." 
Competi- 


tive salvation no longer appeals to the 
common life. The fisherman, the toilers, 
have once more heard the Galilean call 
and are starting out to announce the glad 
news of justice and lov to an oppressed 
people. Pilate and Caiaiphas may plot, 
and the priests may stir up the ignorant 
to ask that the robber be released and 
the carpenter crucified; but Outraged 
humanity will arise in a day of judgment 
and the city of redemptive love will de- 
scend in power, grinding to powder the 
despotisms that curse the earth. 
Human- 
ity shall be free, revolution, peaceful, but 
complete, loving but truthful, shall be the 
new ethic for the race in home and state. 
Tho competitive man must paas with 
his jungle; the co-operative man Is at 
hand.

biggest battleship will be called the 
New York and 
the armored cruiser 


bearing that name will be rechristen- 
ed the Saratoga, after the famous old 
frigate of that name. 


The 20,000 ton warship which is a 


sister ship to the Delaware had been 
left unnamed, being known by 
the 


number 29, because the act of con- 
gress requires battleships to bear the 
names of states, and there were hut 
two such names available—Utah and 
North Dakota. 


It was felt at the navj' department 


that neither of these states, by reason 
of population or development, could 
properly lay claim to the finest ship in 
the navy.
